You  are  hereby  notified  to  mset  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  district,  on  the  seventh  day  of  March,  1957,  at  eight 
o'clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  coming  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  any  other  officer  or  agents  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries 
of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to 
authorize  the  application  against  said  appropriation  of 
such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state 
foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other  income;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  be- 
tween the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which 
balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  on  the  music  activ- 
ities in  the  town  of  Danville. 

In  Danville  the  music  work  is  now  being  carried  on  by 
Mr.  Donald  Russell.  He  visits  the  school  weekly  and 
prepares  a  music  lesson  for  each  cf  the  teachers. 

Among  the  activities  planned  for  the  various  towns  in 
the  Union  are  the  following: 

1.  A  new  vocal  curriculum  guide  is  now  being  pre- 
pared. A  copy  of  this  guide  will  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  each  teacher.  It  will  be  in  locse-leaf  form  so  that  add- 
itional materials  may  be  added  from  time  to  time.  It  is 
expected  that  this  guide  will  be  of  great  value  to  the 
teachers,  not  only  in  the  preparation  of  their  work,  but 
in  the  continuing  growth  and  development  of  the  music 
program  in  the  various  towns  of  the  Union. 

.  A  series  of  special  music  festivals  are  now  being 
planned  for  each  of  the  towns  in  the  Union.  These  festivals 
will  form  a  climax  for  the  years  work.  Included  on  the 
program  will  be  vocal  selections  by  all  of  the  pupils  in 
each  school.  As  a  special  feature  the  bands  of  the  various 
towns  in  the  Union  will  be  combined  and  will  appear  at 
each  of  the  local  festivals.  This  will  make  it  possible  for 
the  schools  which  do  not  have  an  instrumental  music 
program  at  the  present  time  to  observe  what  has  been 
done  during  the  first  ysar  of  the  instrumental  program. 
It  is  expected  in  this  way  that  additional  interest  in  in- 
strumental music  may  be  developed. 
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At  this  time  I  would  like  to  express  my  personal  appre- 
ciation to  the  superintendent  of  schools,  the  members  of 
the  various  school  committees,  the  principals  and  teach- 
ers for  their  unqualified  support  of  our  music  program. 
I  feel  that  we  are  moving  forward  in  the  direction  of  de- 
veloping a  very  well  rounded  and  outstanding  music  pro- 
gram for  the  boys  and  girls  in  the  various  schools  of 
Supervisory  Union  No.  14.

REPORT  OF  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  NURSE 


The  State  Health  Department  through  the  public 
health  nurse  in  cooperation  with  the  local  School  Dept. 
and  volunteer  workers  sponsored  two  Polio  Clinics,  96 
attended  the  first  clinic  to  receive  their  first  injection 
against  polio,  77  attended  the  second  one,  13  received 
first  shots,  64  second  shots. 

During  the  past  year  I  visited  your  town  several  times, 
calling  on  new  babies  and  doing  whatever  follow  up  work 
necessary.  Physical  defects  found  were  either  referred  to 
private  physicians  or  to  facilities  existing  in  our  state  for 
correction.

NURSE'S  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent,  School  Board  member3 
and  Citizens  of  Danville: 

The  school  health  program  of  1956-57  was  off  to  a  busy 
start  with  the  replenishing  of  first  aid  kits,  checking  oi 
vaccinations  of  first  graders,  acquiring  of  health  histories, 
and  a  general  appraisal  of  each  child.  This  latter  in  no 
way  supplants  your  doctor's  regular  checkup,  as  any 
number  of  serious  conditions  may  go  undetected  by  the 
nurse. 

Heights  and  weights  were  obtained  and  compared  with 
last  year's. 

The  Snellen  eye  test,  which  is  required  annually  by 
state  law,  has  been  done,  and  defects  roported  to  the 
parents.  Where  necessary,  follow-up  homo  visits  will  be 
made. 

The  hearing  testing  program  is  now  under  way.  Because 
of  the  large  enrollment  in  the  Union,  and  because  of  the 
lack  of  a  quiet  place  in  which  to  test  ears,  I  feel  it  will 
be  better  to  confine  the  testing  to  children  of  certain 
grades,  namely  the  1st,  4th,  7th,  and  8th.  Children  who 
have  a  known  hearing  less,  nsw  children,  and  any  whose 
teacher  suspects  a  hearing  loss,  will  be  done  regardless 
of  grade. 

Polio  clinics  were  held  in  May  and  October.  Preparation 
for  these  clinics  is  time-consuming  and  hard  work,  but 
well  worth  it  when  one  sees  the  number  of  people  who  are 
"eager  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  be  im- 
munized. Third  shots  v/ill  be  given  in  the  Spring,  pro- 
vided vaccine  is  available. 

Congratulations  are  in  order  to  those  who  have  worked 
so  hard  to  get  the  lunch  room  in  operation.  You  are  most 
fortunate  to  have  Mrs.  Hewitt,  and  much  credit  is  due 
the  volunteers  who  come  in  daily  to  help. 

Teachprs,  parents,  and  co-workers  have  been  most  help 
ful  in  making  the  health  program  a  success.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  DanviHe: 
We  have  heard  a  great  deal  about  reading  in  our 
schools.  I  believe  that  you  parents  will  welcome  the  op- 
portunity to  come  behind  the  scenes  with  me  in  order 
to  gain  an  insight  into  what  our  reading  program  is 
endeavoring  to  do  for  our  children. 

A  child's  success  in  school,  as  well  as  the  pattern  of 
his  personal  and  social  adjustments  later  on  in  life,  will 
be  greatly  affected  by  the  success  with  which  he  makes 
adjustments  in  reading  during  the  early  years  of  his  life. 

When  children  enter  school  they  differ  in  many  ways 
that  can  be  measured.  They  differ  in  height,  v/eight, 
strength  of  grip,  emotional  control  and  ways  of  working 
and  playing  with  other  children. 

They  differ  in  their  preception  skills,  their  ability  to 
follow  direction,  their  language  powers,  their  home  back- 
grounds and  their  readiness  to  read. 

When  they  face  their  first  teacher  in  school  they  differ 
in  their  capacities,  achievements,  attitudes,  abilities  and 
interests.  The  teacher  is  confronted  with  the  problem  of 
adopting  materials  and  methods  to  the  needs  of  each 
child. 

The  problems  of  providing  for  the  range  of  abilities 
tend  to  multiply  as  the  children  grow  older.  In  a  typical 
upper  grade  classroom,  children  may  vary  five  or  more 
years  in  reading  ability.  The  range  tends  to  increase  as 
the  number  of  school  years  increases. 

The  teacher  must  have  ways  of  determining  how 
efficiently  each  child  reads  so  that  appropriate  reading 
material  may  be  selected.  It  should  be  realized  that  al' 
pupils  cannot  be  brought  up  to  a  single  standard  of  read- 
ing achievement  in  any  grade.  Various  materials  are 
used  by  the  skilled  teacher  in  dealing  with  reading  needs 
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of  children.  Grouping  of  children  in  certain  classes  ac- 
cording to  their  achievement  level  as  v/ell  as  into  groups 
within  classes  helps  reduce  the  range  of  reading  in  each 
group.  Such  groupings  need  to  be  flexible  to  allow  for 
differences  in  the  rate  of  growth  of  children. 

Elementary  teachers  face  the  necessity  of  providing 
qu'et  activities  for  the  children  not  in  the  particular  group 
engaged  in  intensive  reading.  These  activities  may  be 
related  directly  to  reading,  such  as  reading  a  library  book 
silently  cr  drawing  pictures  to  illustrate  some  part  of  a 
story  which  has  been  read. 

Reading  materials  of  various  levels  of  difficulty  are 
needed  to  meet  the  abilities  found  in  ea^h  group.  Free 
reading  periods  may  be  used  to  stimulate  interest  in 
reading. 

Teachers  at  all  levels  are  alert  to  teach  the  reading 
skills  needed  in  their  subjects.  The  reading  skills  nesdzd 
in  mathematics  class  are  different  from  those  required 
in  reading  a  current  magazine. 

The  teacher  who  is  responsible  for  a  particular  subject 
is  in  the  best  position  to  provide  help  in  overcoming  diffi- 
culties for  many  pupils  because  through  practice  and 
training  he  is  able  to  identify  the  need  at  an  early  stage 
and  to  provide  some  special  help. 

This  teacher  understands  the  kinds  of  reading  skills 
needed  to  do  effective  work  in  his  subject  and  helps  pupils 
develope  the  particular  one  which  will  be  of  greatest 
value  at  the  time  of  need. 

Instead  of  further  reading  practices  of  the  kind  of  which 
the  pupil  has  been  failing  she  offers  specific  help,  directed 
toward  a  particular  need.  New  reading  material  is  used 
and  the  teacher  uses  additional  tests  to  help  in  planning 
the  individual's  program. 

In  order  to  plan  the  pupils  program,  a  diagnostic  and 
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remedial  program  based  upon  the  work  of  the  regular 
classroom  teacher  is  a  fundamental  part  of  an  effective 
reading  plan  which  provides  for  the  individual  differences 
in  the  reading  abilities  of  the  children. 

Looking  Toward  the  Future 

Never  in  the  history  of  education  has  the  shortage  of 
schoolhousing  been  so  acute,  serious  and  confusing.  This 
year  marks  the  greatest  number  of  registered  children 
in  our  schools.  In  the  near  future,  a  serious  shortage  of 
classroom  facilities  will  be  in  the  upper  four  or  six  grades. 
Making  the  situation  more  difficult  is  the  rising  cost  ot 
bond  interest  due  to  federal  policies,  the  continuing 
shortage  of  building  materials,  and  the  increasing  rise  in 
labor  costs. 

Because  of  the  present  and  future  housing  difficulties 
in  our  schools,  I  urge  the  serious  need  of  studying  build- 
ing plans  with  other  educational  groups  in  our  area 
thinking  in  terms  of  educational  efficiency  and  ultimate 
economy.  Only  through  determined  study  with  repre- 
sentative groups  of  our  neighboring  communities,  can 
a  solution  be  reached. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  board,  parents,  friends, 
teachers  and  pupils  for  having  made  the  year  one  ot 
success.
